authenticating a user; 

retrieving a profile associated with the user, if the user is authenticated, 
wherein the profile comprises aa ^ application adapter; 
wherein the profile is a single sign-on profile; aad 

said application adapter fiirther comprises a pre-login task in which a user ID 
corresponding to the user is configured as an extemal parameter and a pre-state for which is 
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configured to recognize a prompt for the user ID and, responsive to the prompt for the user ID, to 
supply the user ID to the application via an application adapter runtime; 

obtaining the application adapter associated with the application, wherein the application 
adapter specifies a sub-task: 

monitoring the application to obtain a state: and 

performing an action associated with the sub-task, if the state is associated with the sub- 



Claim 17 (Currently Amended) A system for managing workflow for an application, 
comprising: 

a processor: 

an application, whoroin the application comprises a state; 

an application adaptor configured to define an action associated with the state; and 

an application adapter runtim e configur e d to monitor th e application and p e rform th e 
action wh e n th e stat e is e ncount e r e d; 

an authentication infi-astructure configured to authenticate a user and retrieve a profile 
associated with the user when the user is authenticated, 

wherein the profile comprises an the application adapter; 

wherein the profile is an single sign-on profile; and 

said application adapter fiirther comprises a pre-login task in which a user ID 
corresponding to the user is configured as an extemal parameter and a pre-state for which is 
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configured to recognize a prompt for the user ID and, responsive to the prompt for the user ID, to 
supply the user ID to the apphcation via said application adapter runtime^ 
wherein the application comprises a state: 

an application adapter configured to define an action associated with the state; and 
an application adapter runtime configured to monitor the application and perform the 
action when the state is encountered .
